Know Qualities 
For Successful 
Fabric Use 


In order to use fabric success­ 
fully, you must understand its con­ 
struction and its qualities. Some 
fabrics are light and delicate, 
some heavy and bulky, some frail 
or loosely woven and likely to 
ravel, others firm and strong. 


Fabric Grain 
A loom Is threaded for weaving 
trith 
the 
warp 
or 
lengthwise 
threads. The woof or crosswise 
threads In the majority of fabrics 
are carried by the shuttle back 
and forth over and under the 
warp threads. 


This back and forth weaving 
provides the selvage finish on 
each edge which, because of the 
tum. is often drawn a little more 
tightly than the rest of the fabric. 


To Cut or Tear Fabric 
First clip the selvage. Some 
fabrics tear readily like batiste or 
percale. It is wise to tear when 
}ou can. 


After clipping the selvage, hold 
firmly at each side of the clipped 
place and tear quickly. This will 
break the warp threads without 
straining them. Do not attempt to 
tear a corded fabric. 
To cut a true line, pull out a 
crosswi.se (woofy thread and cut 
on this thread line. To do this, clip 
the selvage, then with a pin pick 
up one crosswise thread. Hold it 
with your thumb and forefinger, 
pull it gently while you ease the 
fabric along with the other hand. 
The thread may break several 
times in the process of pulling if 
out, but pick it up again with the 
pm and continue pulling until you 
complete the line. Then cut on this 
line, proceeding slowly. lo r best 
results, work on a flat surface.

SPRINGFIELD - Fewer fish 
trills caused by pollution were re­ 
ported in IMS than in the preced­ 
ing two years, the Illinois De­ 
partment

Conservation 
an­ 
nounced today. 


Fishery biologist* Investigated 
19 kills on 98 mile* of stream and 
tn S3 acre* of pond and lake wat­ 
ers last year. About 450.066 fish 
were killed Twenty kills were re­ 
ported in 1964. They involved 156 
miles of stream and 206 acres of 
impounded waters with almost 
four million fish being killed In 
19 63 . 860 666 fish died in 37 kills 
on 185 miles of stream and 376 
acre* of lake waters. 


Indutrial wastes, untreated or 
Improperly 
treated 
municipal 
sewage, drainage from livestock 
feed lots, wastes from food proc­ 
essing plants and fertilizers drain­ 
ing from crop fields were the ma­ 
jor causes of fish kills. 
Technicians have investigated 
five kills so far this year. One 
occurred in a pond and the re­ 
mainder in creeks. The most ser­ 
ious kill, about 360.060 fish, wa? 
seen in a Boone County creek. 
Heavy kills have been reported 
on 15 miles of stream in Stephen­ 
son and \a Salle Counties and all 
fish were killed in a two-mile 
stretch of creek in Winnebago 
County, 


William T. I/vdge. director of 
the Illinois Department of Con­ 
servation. stated that he was grat­ 
ified to see some improvement 
hut that there was no reason to 
be complacent. 
“ As far as I am concerned, one 
fish kill a year is one too many. 
This has been a hot. dry summer 
and water levels in creek« and 
ponds are lower than normal. 
Therefore anv sewage, chemieals. 
food processing wastes or olh*» r 
pollutants are concentrated, in­ 
creasing the chances for fish 
kills.” 
Lodge said that most of the 
damage caused by pollution is .lot 
♦ vident to the casual observer. 
“ A fish kill is usually a spec­ 
tacular occurrence that attracts 
attention and sportsmen and con­ 
servationists demand immediate 
action.” Ixxige said. “ It’s evident 
that something is wrong and needs 
to be corrected immediately. 
“ But slow and continuous pollu­ 
tion that does not cause spectacu­ 
lar fish kills is often more harm­ 
ful in the long run.” Ixxige added. 
Fish populations can be extermi­ 
nated by killing the fish directly 
or by destroying their environ­ 
ment. The destruction of the en­ 
vironment is insidious and more 
damaging because the environ­ 
ment may take years to recover 
after the pollution has stopped.

Measuring Progress

suggested 
that 
you 
begin 
timing widths as soon as you were 
able to swim across the pool. The 
important thing is not how fast 
you can swim a certain distance 
at tiiis stage of your swimming 
but rather to notice how much 
you improve as the lessons pro­ 
gress. 
If you are not swimming too 
well, start in the deep end and 
swim toward the shallow, and 
swim close to the wall. However, 
don’t grab that wall unless you 
absolutely have to or any more 
than necessary because you’re be­ 
ing timed and the watch will 
be running. 
More than this, have your timer 
watch your stroke. The more you 
refine the stroke the better your 
time will get. 
Before your 
time trial, 
you 
should get in the water and warm 
up. Swim a bit to get the muscles 
warm and loose and to get the 


blood and oxygen flowing well. 
Now keep warm and rest for a 
few minutes. When you feel ready 
to go, start at the deep end. 
O.K.—starter and timer ready. 
The command is, “ Take your 
mark,” then fire a gun, blow- a 
whistle or yell “ Go!” Swimmer, 
dive in as shallow as possible, 
come up and start swimming as 
soon as you can. Swim as fast 
as you can while still spreading 
your energy out over the distance 
to be swum. 
Be sure to record the time. 
Tomorrow you can time the back­ 
stroke. 
To continue >*our workout, get 
your kickboard and kick the num­ 
ber of widths that you did yes­ 
terday. Rest equal time. 
Do a medley, one width each 
of the side stroke, back-stroke 
elementary backstroke and front 
crawl. Rest time equal to ona- 
half of swimming time. 
Do 10 minutes of front crawd 
and back crawl sprints with rest 
about twice the swimming time.
